It is offered 
through participating lenders by the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agen- 


cy (MHFA) and the Executive Office of 


Communities and Development 
(EOCD). 

The MCC program provides tax 
credit to reduce the federal income tax 
es homebuyers will pay during the life 
of their mortgages. Buyers receive 
credits against their federal income 
tax obligation of 20 percent of the inter 
est paid each year on their mortgages. 
Since after-tax income for prospective 
buyers will be increased by the 
amount of the tax credit, the credit 
also can be an essential ingredient in 
qualifying buyers for conventional 
mortgages . 

“l wholeheartedly encourage eligi 
ble borrowers to take advantage of the 
MCC program,” said Rep.

Is this sidewalk private or not?

An article in the Feb. 6 Townsman, 
about a bylaw proposal to allow out- 
door cafes on private sidewalks in 
Andover, mistakenly reported that 
the sidewalk in front of LaPatisserie 
at Park Street Village is a private.

“T have the ‘exclusive perpetual 
right’” to that sidewalk, Mr. Fin- 
layson said, quoting the deed to the 
property. 

Mr. Finlayson sold the sidewalk to 


the town when he sold the adjacent ~ 


property for the municipal lot, he 
said last Friday. But he included in 


the deed a 10-foot easement to himself 


for the sidewalk; 
Mr. ‘Finlayson:’said he likes the 


bylaw amendment proposal, and 
wants to encourage his tenants, LaP- 
atisserie and Pasta Villagio, to make 
use of it. 

“T think it’s a fantastic one,” he 
said. 

In the amendment proposal, plan- 
ners excluded the tables and chairs 
from municipal sidewalks for liabili- 
ty reasons on the advice of counsel, 
according to Ms. Hill. 

Mr. Finlayson said his insurance 
company carries the liability for the 
sidewalk, should an accident occur 
there. 

John Avery, town engineer, said 
the sidewalk, except for a portion 
inside the building’s lot line, belongs 
to the town.

Shawmut Bank reaches

The old saying that “a picture is 
worth a thousand words” is as true 
for three-dimensional scenes, such as 
those created by museums, as it is for 
paintings, photographs and other 
two-dimensional images. Thus, the 
Andover Historical Society’s effort to 
tell the story of early 19th-century life 
to its many visitors depends heavily 
on the visual accuracy and appeal of 
the Amos Blanchard House, its head- 
quarters at 97 Main St. 

Shawmut Bank is reaching out to 
help the society in this important 
educational effort, and is encouraging 
the Andover community to do the 
same, by providing a $3,000 challenge 
grant, which must be matched dollar 
for dollar, to refurbish the Amos 
Blanchard House family parlor. The

1828 presidential election, for exam-

Essex Gazette) inspired heated debate 
and played an important role in 
establishing the party system we 
know today. 

The society sets this scene in the 
family parlor using furniture, ceraim- 
ic mugs, pewter pitchers, oil lamps, 
clothing and other artifacts dating 
from the first half of the 19th century 
that have been donated over the. years 
by Andover families. The walls, floors 
and ceilings are also an important 
part of the visual framework but 
many layers of paint and paper con- 
ceal what the room really looked like 
when the house was first occupied 


The Shawmut challenge grant and 


the matching funds raised will enable 
the society to complete the necessary 
research and then paint and wallpa 
per the room in colors and patterns 
more appropriate to this early period.

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Andover doctor uses new 
cataract-removal technique 


Recently, 86-year-old Catherine Biy, 
whose home is a small town outside Toronto 
called Oshwa, sent a note to friends back in 
Canada, The note read simply, “Success, suc:

The success was a revolutionary proce 
dure to remove a cataract (clouded lens) in 
her eye and replace it with a new, clear lens. 
This space-age technique is called pha- 
coemulsification and it was performed by 
Dr. Wilson Horsley of Andover, who just 
happens to be Mrs. Biy’s grandson-in-law. 
Recently, his expertise as a cataract special 
ist was recognized with board certification 
by the newly designated American Board of 
Hye Surgery. 

Phacoemulsification involves using a 
high frequency ultrasound beam to gently 
break up the nucleus of the cataract into

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very small particles. These particles are then 
suspended in a fluid solution and extracted 
through an incision of just one millimeter 
wide. 

“It’s the extremely small size of the open- 
ing that makes a real difference in the heal- 
ing process. It causes less trauma to the eye 
and less distortion to vision. That means the 
patient heals and returns to full vision much 
more quickly,” Dr. Horsley explains. 

After the cataract has been removed, a 
foldable lens is inserted into the mini-open- 
ing. The incision is then closed with a single 
suture less than the width of a human hair. 
In some cases it’s allowed to close completely 
on its own. Depending on the individual 
case, sometimes it’s possible for the surgeon 
to make a tiny tunnel incision, which lets

the eye’s own inter- 
nal pressure close 
the opening. 

The surgery was 
particularly impor- 
tant to Mrs. Biy, who 
has been “monocu- 
lar” (able to see with 
just one eye) for most 
of her life. 

“When I was 
about 4 years old I 
was hit with a stone, 
which scratched the 
surface of my eye. 
For years I just got 
by, never knowing 
there was anything 
wrong. I didn’t even 
know until I was in 
my 20s that I only 
had one good eye. 
Iiven then, it didn’t 
bother me until 
about three years 
ago,” she recalls. 

As Dr. Horsley 
observes, “People 
who are monocular 
get along amazingly 
well. Over the years 
they develop visual 
cues that help them 


cope with their 
diminished vision. 
But the system 


breaks down if they 
start to lose the 
vision in their one 
good eye. Then it all 
becomes impossi- 
ble.” 

A few years ago, 
as a cataract began 
to develop in Mrs. 
Biy’s one good eye, 
her life became 
impossible. 

“Miserable. That’s 
the best way to 
describe it. I live 
alone in a senior citi-

my own. I was find 
ing it very hard to 
navigate, especially 
on stairs. I couldn't 
see the end of one 
step and judge where 
the next began.

them for so long.” 

It was with good 
reason that Mrs. Biy 
worried about “navi 
gating,” both inside 
her apartment and 
out. 

“Last winter I fell 
and injured my back, 
which put me in bed 
for several days. 
Then, about 10 days 
later, I fell again. | 
was just walking 
with my daughter, | 
couldn’t see where | 
Was going and I just 
fell,” she remembers. 

A fall of this kind 
is particularly dan 
gerous for someone 
like Mrs. Biy, who 
suffers from osteo 
porosis, a condition 
that makes bones 
brittle and in danger 


of breaking easily. 
Statistics show that 
cataracts are often at 
the root of serious 
injury, particularly 
hip injuries, a major 
cause of debilitation 
in older people. 
Recent studies show 
that older people 
with cataracts have a 
100 percent greater 
chance of tripping 
and breaking a hip 
than those with nor- 
mal vision. That risk 
is significantly 
reduced when vision 
in one eye is correct- 
ed and _ further 
decreased when nor- 
mal vision is 
restored to both. 
“Before the 
surgery, we were.so 
afraid that while she 
was visiting she’d

had left around,” 
says Lora Horsley, 
Mrs. Biy’s grand- 
daughter.

As she 
sits with two of the 
intricately patterned 
pieces on her lap, she 
says, “Before the 
surgery, I was find- 
ing it hard to do the 
afghans and I really 
missed it.

And, oh, yeah, he also has a learning 
disability. 

When he was younger, Jeremy 
couldn’t keep up with his classmates. 
His reading, spelling and writing were 
poor. The disability was inherited 
from his mother, who has the same dis 
ability. Luckily, Jeremy was able to get 
into special education classes at San 
born School and is now keeping up 
with his schoolwork. 

And while Jeremy’s reading skills 
were lacking, his comprehension and 
perceptive skills excelled. Terry Pal 
lardy, his special-education teacher, 
gives an example of how Jeremy pulls 
concepts together, and applies them. 

Her class had discussed the infinity 
of numbers and was discussing sym 
metry and shapes when Ms, Pallardy 
asked the students to define a sphere, 
Several offered ideas before Jeremy 
offered his brief, but to the point, defi 
nition. 

“A sphere is an infinitely symmetri 
cal shape,” Jeremy said, 


Early curiosity 

Jeremy’s fascination with how 
things work goes back to when he was 
about one, according to his mother. 

The Swerdlows lived in a house that 
had pull strings for the light switches 
and one day his father picked him up 
and showed him how the light went on 
and off. He was engrossed and from 
then on, Jeremy wanted to be picked 
up so he could pull the strings. He was 
amazed at his ability to control the 
light. 

When he was about 3 1/2, Jeremy 
made his mother take the back off the 
toilet so he could see how the flushing 
mechanism worked. 

“Then he wanted a 10th-grade sci 


ence book describing this, taken out of 


the library,” Ms. Swerdlow said. 

“He's very creative and innovative. 
He’s always thinking about how some- 
thing works, what it is made out of and 
how he could use the parts that thing 
is made out of to build something else,” 
she says. “He's always thinking of how 
to do things better, faster or less expen- 
sive.” 

He spent $25 of his own money for 
an old VCR that didn’t work, then 
repaired it, according to his mother. 
He also fixed a radio for her, repaired a 
stereo tuner and hooked up speakers 

His father, an electrical engineer 
who attended Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, stopped helping with 
his experiments five years ago, Jeremy 
says. Ms. Swerdlow, a marketing and 
sales consultant, doesn’t know which 
parent Jeremy takes after. 

Jeremy uses the library and is a reg- 
ular customer at Radio Shack in Shaw- 
sheen Plaza where he talks with the 
salesmen and says he is the store’s best 
customer. 

But supplies to build his models are 
tough to come by. One remote control 
receiver can cost $50, a circuit kit, $60. 

“This is a kind of expensive hobby, 
he says. 

He avoids solar power experiments

Jeremy Swerdlow inherited his 
learning disability from his mother, 
“It's hereditary. Both my children 
have it,” Ms, Swerdlow says. Their 
other son, Dan, is 7. 
Ms. Swerdlow says the disability is 
a mixed blessing, because people who 
have it tend to excel in other areas. 
“Jeremy can take people to the Sci- 
ence Museum as a tour guide,” she 
says. “It’s really a gift, his learning 
disability. It really shouldn't be called 
a disability. It’s a learning style.” 
Jeremy’s learning disability is a 
sequencing problem, often covered by 
the blanket term dyslexia. He knows 
it will probably always be with him, 
and he doesn’t mind talking about it. 
“It’s no problem,” he says. “Most 
people have learning disabilities, but 
they just don’t know it.” 


Something just doesn’t click visual- 
ly in processing print material for 
Jeremy, says Terry Pallardy, his spe- 
cial needs teacher. She says it can be 
very frustrating for him because he's 
brighter than average, but can see the 
other children learning faster. 

Jeremy says he needs to use a cal- 
culator when other kids add numbers 
in their heads. It takes him the same 
time to copy a paragraph as it takes 
other kids to copy a page, and he 
reads at about a quarter the speed of 


for the same reason since he paid $8 for 
a single solar cell. “It’s so expensive. I 
couldn't believe how much it was.” 

It is also a problem finding the right 
materials. 

“T have to spend days and days and 
days going through the NYNEX look- 
ing for places to get stuff,” he says. 

So Jeremy buys what he can afford 
with his allowance, gets broken equip-

other kids his age. Cursive script is 
especially difficult, and he also has “a 
terrible time spelling,” Jeremy says. 

But he doesn’t disdain reading, 
especially instructions, 

“T love reading instructions 
because I just like to know everything 
about something,” he says. “If I do it 
at my own pace, I can do it better than 
most people.” 

The special tutoring Jeremy has 
received in the Andover schools has 
made the difference for Jeremy, Ms. 
Swerdlow says. 

Ms. Pallardy said the car he built to 
g0 down the ramp in school involved 
applied physics, and said that is some- 
thing Jeremy excels at. 

“He has a real grasp of it,” Ms. Pal- 
lardy says. “He doesn’t waste words. 
He doesn’t waste material. He’s a very 
scientific kid. He’s a neat kid.” 

Last month, Jeremy received an 
award from Genetics Institute, a 
biotechnology company on Burtt 
Road, for his interest and ability in 
science. His aptitude for science has 
also got Jeremy some attention he 
doesn’t care for, like when his school- 
mates call him “IQ.” 

But he also excels in gym class, 
where he has twice received the presi- 
dent’s award for physical fitness, and 
he is on the student government at: 
Sanborn School for the second year. 


ment Radio Shack throws out, and goes 
through the trash looking for the right 
plastics, Plexiglas and other materials. 

“Mostly I get it from friends who 
have broken things,” Jeremy says. “It 
has to be junk with potential.” 

After its maiden voyage, he decided 
the hovercraft design needed more 
work and he disassembled the model 
so he could reuse the parts in his next 


project — a high-speed, remote-control 
model race car. 

“We're building an electronic car 
that goes 85 miles an hour,” Jeremy 
said of himself and a friend who helps 
with designs. Then he cautions that it 
might not go quite that fast. “Well, 
pretty fast.” 

Taking things apart 

Jeremy loves to take things apart, 
see how they work, then put them back 
together. 

He has a Kodak disposable camera 
that he disassembled, figured out how 
it worked, and now can reuse. 

Jeremy says he’s never hurt himself 
on an experiment, but, “I’ve blown cir- 
cuits all the time,” he said. 

He was using the battery in his par- 
ents’ car to recharge the batteries for 
his experiments, but his parents put a 
stop to that. 

For a visitor, he performs an elec- 
trolysis experiment (using batteries 
and water, he cleaned the dirt off a pen 
ny so that it looked new, and dissolved 
a piece of tin foil) on the coffee table in 
his parents’ living room, Although he 
had his mother’s blessing for the 
experiment, Ms. Swerdlow admits he’s 
not the average kid to pick up after. 

His bedroom is every boy's dream 
and every mother’s nightmare. It looks 
like the back room of a bad television 
repair shop with junk piled on every 
flat surface and scattered on the floor. 

Two little motors with colored wires 
hanging off them are neatly thrown 
into a corner amidst the shrapnel of 
steel and plastic parts, which littered 


“the floor. 


“I’ve set fires with that car motor,” 
Jeremy says, pointing to one of the 
motors. 

Black electrical tape is stuck to the 
rug (and to the visitor’s shoes), pliers 
and screwdrivers are strewn on the 
floor. An uncapped tube of lubricant 
gel sits on a desk with Super Glue and 
more screws and plastic parts. A radio 
sits on the bed with its guts spilling out 
onto the covers, along with a bal- 
sawood-and-glue frame, more remote: 
control receivers and a circuit from a 
car. 

“T don’t have enough space to do 
everything I do,” Jeremy says. 


School 

Jeremy’s experiments have to wait 
for the weekends since he is in school 
or doing homework during the week. 

He is in a learning disability pro- 
gram for two subjects, and main- 
streamed for everything else. His 
favorite school subject is science. 

“I’m really lucky because I have a 
great science teacher,” he says of Joyce 
Ringleb, a parent volunteer at school. 
“T get all A’s in science.” 

And he doesn’t mind homework, at 
least in science. 

“Tt has more purpose than any other 
homework I’ve ever gotten,” he says. 

Although he says he doesn’t really 
like school (‘Who does?” he asks.), 
Jeremy was looking forward to his 
class’s trip to the Museum of Science 
in Boston this week.

Town Meeting to address the car bylaw 


“T think it should be eliminated,” 
Mr. Doyle said, but declined to go into 
more detail. “That will come out at 
Town Meeting. I think it’s self explana- 
tory.” 

The so called “junk car bylaw” 
became an issue last year after town 
building inspectors notified about 200 


residents that they were in violation of 


a town ordinance banning unregis- 


tered cars from being stored in view of 


the public. The intent of the 1950s 
bylaw was allegedly to keep the town 
from becoming littered with unsightly 
junk cars. 

But several residents, including 
Dennis Teves, of 8 Mohawk Drive, 


complained that the bylaw was unfair 


and didn’t take personal choices or 
hardships into consideration 


Mr. Teves’ daughter, Denise, was at 
college nine months a year and only 
needed her car in the summer. The 
family unregistered the car and left it 
in the driveway the rest of the year. 

Mr. Teves didn’t have a place to 
screen the car from public view, choos- 
ing to garage his two newer cars 
instead, and Sam DeSalvo, building 
inspector, said a car cover would not 
satisfy the bylaw. 

An attempt by Mr. Teves to amend 
the bylaw failed to pass at Town Meet- 
ing last year, in part because the Plan- 
ning Board recommended against the 
proposal and asked residents to give 
them until this April to rewrite a 
bylaw Mr. DeSalvo could enforce. 

Laura Hill, a town planner, said this 
week she is satisfied with the current 
proposal. 


“T think it addresses the issues that 
came out at Town Meeting,” Ms. Hill 
said. 

It defines an unregistered car as one 
that does not have a current registra- 
tion or inspection sticker; allows one 


unregistered car to be stored in view if 


the owner can prove it has been regis- 
tered at some time in the previous 12 
months; and it allows a store-bought 
car cover to constitute screening for a 
car that has not been registered in the 
previous 12 months. 

One change to the current proposal 
Ms. Hill plans to submit when the war- 
rant is reopened later this month 
would affect vehicles not in condition 
for travel. 

The current proposal requires vehi- 
cles that are inoperable or undergoing 
major repair be removed or garaged 


immediately upon notice of the build- 
ing inspector. The change would allow 
48 hours for the vehicle to be removed 
or garaged. 

Mr. Teves said this week he is still 
not satisfied with the Planning Board’s 
proposal. 

“No. I’m not,” Mr. Teves said. “I 
support the one by John Doyle because 
it does basically what I wanted to do,” 

He wants is to get rid of the govern- 
ment regulation, “eliminate govern 
ment intrusion into what I feel is my 
civil rights, basically,” Mr. Teves said. 

The planners’ proposal does not 
address all situations, he said. 

“Both bylaws set aside my particu- 
lar problem, my particular situation,” 
Mr. Teves said. “1 don’t even have a 
problem anymore. | sold my daugh- 
ter’s car.” 


RECYCLING 


Here’s the history of recycling in Andover

In the beginning, as a famous book 
says, there was a small band of people 
in Andover concerned with the envi 
ronment. They were concerned with 
the wasteful use of natural materials, 
the great cost of disposal of household 
waste and the dependence of the Unit- 
ed States on other countries for such 
things as oil. 

These people realized they couldn't 
change our world, as it was and is, 
over night. But they decided to try to 
improve their own part of it, the town 
of Andover. Recycling seemed a good 
place to start. It wasn't reinventing the 
wheel, other people were doing it, but 
no one except an occasional Boy Scout 
troop was doing it in Andover. 

We had a dump then, perhaps it was 
already called a landfill, but I seem to 
remember it as a real dump with blow- 
ing trash, smelly and smoky fires and 
seagulls. Nevertheless, this group of 
people got permission to try to get peo- 
ple to separate their trash before they 
threw it into the abyss, A paperboard 
company in Lawrence provided a roll- 
off truck body to collect newspapers. 
Students from the high school manned 
this on Saturdays, helped people 
unload their cars and stacked the 
papers in the truck. The next thing was 
barrels for cans and glass. At one time 
the town had some federal or state 
money to help people out.of work and 
they donated a man to mind the glass 
and can barrels. 

Andover citizens began to learn to 
separate their trash and seemed eager 
to try and get these materials reused 
for the future. The program was going 
quite well when the blow fell. Andover 
had to close its dump/landfill. It was 
probably polluting the ground water 
and it was certainly polluting the air. 


The town had several difficult years of 
hunting for a new dump site before giv- 
ing up and voting for curb-side trash 
pickup and to have the stuff sent out of 
town, The recyclers had been lobbying 
for this but were ready with a Town 
Meeting article to pick up recyclables 
curb side when the trash article was 
proposed. With the enthusiastic sup- 
port of Public Works Director Bob 
McQuade (who always said and still 
does, the only way to reduce solid 
waste disposal costs is to reduce solid 
waste), that article also passed. 

And so the official town recycling 
program began. Paper was picked up 
twice a month, glass once a month and 
tin cans once a month. It was hard to 
find truckers with the small amount of 
money the town offered. The recycling 
group kept up the publicity and helped 
in any way they could. Eventually 
there was no market for cans so that 
had to be dropped. And one scary day, 
the town manager called in the recy- 
clers to tell them he hadn’t been able to 
get anyone to bid on the recycling con- 
tract, so he felt the whole program was 
finished. 

Margaret Pustell rose to the occa- 
sion and suggested the town give the 
program to the recycling committee 
and we would run it, and so Andover 
Recycling Inc. was formed. A group of 
20 to 30 women began the job of hiring 
contractors, printing calendars, keep- 
ing records, managing the money, 
writing newspaper articles, making 
speeches, running programs in the 
schools, changing a sign on the police 
booth each week reminding everyone 
what was to be recycled that week and 
keeping recycling in Andover going. 

We lived through the year we 
couldn’t find a contractor with Cynthia 
Hollenbeck supervising the collections 


in a downtown parking lot. 

Finally, the women felt they had 
done their duty, showed the town how 
it could be done and asked to turn the 
program back to the town. 


Just as a side remark, none of these 
women ever were paid a cent for a 
minute’s work during those 15 years. 

Now it is no longer the beginning. 
We hope the citizens of Andover feel 


recycling is a necessary and regular 
part of their lives. We hope they will 
not be willing to give it up. The envi- 
ronment has not yet been saved; the 


. necessity of reusing rather than wast- 


ing virgin materials is still important. 
We are still dependent on foreign oil. If 
you agree, make it known to your elect- 
ed officials and to your friends and to 
the public, perhaps through this news- 
paper.

Drunk drivers 
deserve 
tougher laws 


The police log in today’s 7owns- 
man is unusual because there’s only 
one incident related to drunk driv- 
ing. Usually, there’s more than one. 
Sometimes there are several. Often, 
there is an automobile accident in 
which drinking may have been a fac- 
tor. 


The Weld administration is work 
ing on legislation to make more 
severe penalties for people convicted 
of drunken driving. News sources 
say Gov. Weld is considering provi 
sions that would quintuple fines, 
lengthen jail sentences and seize 
cars of repeat offenders. 


All of those provisions sound like 
a good idea to us. 


At the newspaper, we have seen 
too much death from drunken driv 
ing. We have seen people’s lives 
changed forever, and never for the 
better, by someone who has lost his 
or her judgment and gotten into a 
car and had an accident. 


There aren't many people who 
would disagree with implementing 
stricter legislation. 

Often, it seems the person who 
hurts someone after driving drunk 
has already been convicted of a pre- 
vious incident related to drinking. 
That’s what troubles us most - 
repeat offenders. 


There are those who say tougher 
legislation won’t do the trick 
because the repeat offenders are 
alcoholics who won’t be dissuaded 
from driving drunk no matter what. 


That may be so. But what if we 
took away a second-offender’s driv- 
er’s license for five years — some 
countries take it away for life. At 
least the sane person in the other 
car, or the pedestrian, would be safe. 


Call State Rep. Gary Coon and 
State Sen. Patricia MeGovern and 
tell them what you think about 
tougher penalties for drunk drivers.

I am sorry I never met her. Obvi- 
ously, she was a very special woman.

Burn victim gets 
50 percent new 
skin from self 


By Don Staruk 

John Benson, the Andover man 
burned on more than 88 percent of his 
body in a car wreck last month, 
remained in critical condition this 
week after a new laver of skin was 
grafted on half his body Tuesday at 
the University of Massachusetts Med- 
ical Center in Worcester, 

The skin, grown from his own skin 
cells in a Cambridge laboratory, was 
grafted on the front of Mr. Benson 
Tuesday. If the skin is not rejected, 
and if no other complications arise, 
the other half off his body will be 
gratted next week. 

“He's hanging in there,” Susan 
Benson, his mother, said before the 
operation Monday. 

Mr. Benson, 19, of 55 Lowell St., a 
1991 Andover High School graduate, 
was burned when his car went off 1-98 
northbound just before the Lowell 
Street exit at about 4 a.m. on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 15. The car went into the 
woods, flipped over and caught fire. 
Mr. Benson got out of the car on his 
own and was picked up by a passing 
motorist. 

Mr. Benson is still using a lot of 
blood. Donors can give at U-Mass, 
where the donor center is open until 
8:30 p.m. on Wednesdays, or they can 
donate locally. 

The local Red Cross donor center, 
at 100 Milk St., Methuen, is open 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, 
1-8 p.m., and 8 a.m, to 3 p.m. on Satur- 
day.

This was the first Olympic competition for 
Ms. Petzold, of 134 Jenkins Road. 

She is the second-ranked freestyle skier in 
the United States., but she was the top U.S. 
finisher at the Ol¥mpics in the event. Ms. Pet- 
zold and the two other top finishers did not 
receive medals because freestyle ballet skiing 
is a demonstration sport. 

Freestyle mogul skiing is the only official 
Olympic freestyle medal sport this year. 

In two years, at the 1994 Winter Olympics 
in Norway, ballet and aerial freestyle skiing 
will become medal sports. 5 

Ballet skiing is a freestyle form of competi 
tion in which a skier choreographs a two 
minute routine to music. Skiers are judged 
by a seven-member panel on technical diffi- 
culty as well as artistic style, composition 
and overall performance. 


She was second in the standings after the 
first phase of the competition held last Sun 
day. On Monday, at the finals, she was 
knocked back into third place when a French 
skier finished ahead of her. 

Ms. Petzold began skiing when she was 3 
years old and began freestyle ballet skiing 
when she was 11. Former U.S. Ski Team 
member Hilary Sturtevant told the Towns- 
man in a telephone interview last summer 
she expects her friend to be the “world cham- 
pion one day.” 

“She’s like a fireball...Nothing can stop 
her,” Ms. Sturtevant said. 

When Ms. Petzold began competing on the 
North American ski tour she missed a con- 
siderable number of school days at Andover 
High School. According to Ms. Petzold, 
administrators at the school at that time 
were ‘not willing to adopt a more flexible 
schedule to allow her to compete on the tour. 

“Andover High School told me that if I con- 
tinued to miss school, they would fail me,” 
she told the Townsman in an interview last 
summer, 

In order to continue skiing, she enrolled in 


Carrabassett Valley Academy, at Sugarloaf 


Mountain in Maine, a school designed to edu- 
cate competitive skiers. 

She spent last year competing in World 
Cup events. The previous year she missed a 
few months of competition because she dislo- 
cated her shoulder and had to have recon-

structive surgery. 

“It was a freak accident. I spent a couple of 
days in the hospital and a month rehabilitat- 
ing,” she said. 

Competing full-time at the national and 
international level can be very expensive, 
said Ms. Petzold. Because of her hectic sched- 
ule, which includes touring, ski shows in the 
off season and year-round training, it's 
almost impossible to find a job where an 
employer will hire her for a few weeks here 
and there. A typical season’s tour can cost as 
much as $10,000, she said last summer, 

Many skiers look for sponsors to help 
them defray the costs of competing. Last sum- 
mer Ms. Petzold was being sponsored by 
Volkl Skis, Nordica Boots and Carrabassett 
Spring Water. 

“The money they pay me goes directly into 
traveling. In North America it’s hard to make 
money. Basically, you break even or you 
waitress,” she said. 

As a member of the U.S. Olympic Ski 
Team, her travel arrangements are made a 


little easier. Even though she is a veteran of 


the sport at such a young age, Ms. Petzold 
said she never tires of competition. 


“When the music is rolling and there are 
three seconds before your first beat starts, 
there’s this amazing feeling and a deep hush 
and everything you trained explodes outward 
and it doesn’t stop until you've completed. 
It’s my two minutes to be a performer,” she 
said.

Checking a few things 
can pay off in the long run 


“Most of the 50 million drivers who 
are 50 and older seem to think that 
automotive breakdowns are as 
inevitable a part of colder weather as 
the sniffles, Yet this doesn’t have to be 
the case,” 

So maintains Linda Kearney, who 
has successfully combined the careers 
of auto mechanic and race-car driver. 
Ms. Kearney, co-owner of a garage in 
Capitol Hill, Md., and an avid sports 
car racing competitor, offers older 
drivers these easy-to-follow sugges- 
tions on how to keep from getting 
stranded on an icy highway this win- 
ter. 

First, with the engine turned off, 
check the car’s oil level. Then turn on 
the engine to see whether the trans- 
mission fluid is at the full mark. 
‘Driving when either the oil or trans- 
mission fluid is low can lead to major 
repairs,” notes Ms, Kearney, “so these 
checks should be made with each gas 
fill-up.” 

Next, make sure the antifreeze 
coolant is at the right level. It usually 
can be checked just by looking at the 
radiator’s plastic overflow reservoir. 
A mixture of equal parts Zerex 
antifreeze coolant and water gives 


excellent protection against both 
freezing and overheating, even under 
the most extreme driving conditions, 
Ms. Kearney observed, noting: “Such 
a mixture guards against corrosion, 
which can cause havoc in a radiator, 

“Speaking of corrosion, there’s one 
important step which almost every- 
one forgets in the winter,” she added. 
“Most people wash down the body of 
the car driving along roads heavily 
laden with rock salt because the car 
looks a mess. But they usually forget 
to wash the undercarriage and fender 
wells. 

“This means the salt sprayed up by 
the tires just sits in these areas and 
causes rust and corrosion that eventu- 
ally may eat right through the metal.” 

Finally, Ms. Kearney advises set- 
ting aside a few minutes each week to 
check items such as the battery, 
hoses, fan belts and tires, including 
the spare. She believes every car 
should carry an emergency road kit 
that includes flares. 


With proper preventive mainte- 
nance, older Americans should be 
able to continue automotive explo- 
rations during the winter. 


Seatbelts cut auto-related 
deaths and injuries in half 


“More than 75 percent of the states 
in the United States have passed a 
mandatory safety belt law,” notes 
David J. Christensen, president and 


treasurer of the Automobile Club of 


Merrimack Valley. “However, we 
should be motivated to use our safety 
belt because it reduces death and 
injury by one-half in auto crashes. 
Most of us cannot accept the possibili- 
ty of death or critical injury to our 
selves. However, most df us know 


friends or family members who have 
been in serious auto crashes. 

“All states have child safety seat 
laws. Setting an example for children 
is critical. If parents train children 
while they are young, buckling up will 
be as natural to them as shutting the 
car door.” 

Mr, Christensen emphasized the 
good habit of buckling up each time 
you get into a vehicle, even for short 
trips.

Is all-wheel drive for you? 


There are two very important deci- 
sions to be made when considering the 
purchase of an all-wheel-drive vehicle 
for your personal use, 

First you must decide if you have a 
real need for one, If the answer is yes, 
then you must determine exactly what 
you want that vehicle to do for you. 

Most cars and trucks are powered 
by either the two front or two rear 
wheels, both of which provide plenty of 
power and traction under normal cir- 
cumstances, All-wheel-drive vehicles, 
which are called four-wheel drive by 
some manufacturers, carry power to 
all four wheels and allow the driver to 
negotiate rough and hilly terrain that 
might not otherwise be accessible. 

Because these vehicles are made for 
off-road use, they have heavy-duty 
frames, suspensions and sidewall tires 
— as well as the ride of a none-too-gen- 
tle truck. The added weight of all- 
wheel drive also causes more friction 
and reduces fuel economy and acceler- 


ation power under normal driving con- 
ditions. 

With these facts in mind, a good rea- 
son to buy an all-wheel drive is the 
need for off-road use, such as a work 
situation in rural or isolated areas or 
recreational purposes that take you to 
the desert or mountains. 

Another reason for buying an all- 
wheel-drive vehicle is living or spend: 
ing time in an area with particularly 
bad winter driving conditions. 

Once you have decided to purchase 
an all-wheel-drive vehicle, the choices 
are varied. Pickup trucks, jeep-type 
vehicles and passenger cars are avail- 
able with all-wheel drive. 

The types of all-wheel drives also 
are varied, starting with the most 
primitive kind, which requires getting 
out of the vehicle either to lock or 
unlock the hubs, This is the equivalent 
of having to start a car from the front 
with a crank.

Remove heavy 
objects from your car that you don’t 
need. A heavy load hurts gas mileage, 
so remove unnecessary items such as 
bowling balls, golf clubs or unneeded 
tools. 

+ Ease up. Gentle acceleration and 
braking improves gas mileage. Slowly 
coast into intersections, taking your 
foot off the accelerator. This allows 
your car’s momentum, instead of 
extra gasoline, to get you to the inter- 
section, 

* Be smooth. Speeding up, slowing 
down and speeding up again wastes 
gas. It’s better to inch along in traffic

than to stop and go abruptly. 

« Cruise. Use cruise control to 
maintain a steady speed. But do not 
use it in heavy traffic or hilly terrain; 
in those conditions it’s less fuel effi- 
cient. 

¢ Slow down, you move too fast. 
Driving at 55 miles per hour (mph) 
rather than 65 mph can increase gas 
mileage by three to five miles per gal- 
lon. 

- Just skip it. The faster you get 
into your car’s highest gear, the more 
efficiently it will run. If you have a 
five-speed, manual transmission, 
depending on your vehicle, you may 
be able to get quickly into the highest 
gear by skipping from first to third to 
fifth. For vehicles with automatic 
transmissions, you should not “floor 
it”; gentle acceleration will get you 
into high gear faster. 


¢ Apply the 30-second rule, The 
worst mileage you can get is zero 
miles per gallon. That’s what you’re 
doing when you idle. It takes the same 
energy to stop and restart a vehicle as 
it does to idle for 30 seconds. When 
you're waiting at a drive-in window at 
a restaurant or bank or waiting for a 
train to pass, try to estimate how long 
you'll be. If it’s more than 80 seconds, 
turn the engine off.
